A fmall Model, of the Adoration of the Shepherds, 
for his celebrated picture in the Church of Saint 
Lorenzo at Florence. A grand compofition, mod 
highly finifhed. There is a fine print of it the fizc 

of this picture, by-. It is on pannel. This 

painter was one of the Florentine fchool , and died in 1580. 

The Angel appearing to Jofeph and the Virgin, a 
beautiful fmall picture, which, in the family cata¬ 
logue, is called by this mafter, but it may be an high 
finifhed work of Albano 

A fine pure Landfcape of this mafter, in his very 
cleareft manner 

Ditto, its companion ; they reprefent morning and 
evening. They were painted for the Colonna Fa¬ 
mily in which they have continued in their original 
ftate, and are as perfe£t and pure as the day they were 
painted and are more brilliant and clear than his 
later pi&ures fuch as thofe of the Altieri 

His celebrated picture of St. Cecilia, in his 
grandeft ftyle, which he painted for Prince Co- 
lonn a, as mentioned in the catalogue of the pidlures 
of that Palace, where it has remained untouched 
till it was purchafed by the prefent owner. It’s 
merit and perfedtion will fpeak for themfelves 

The Virgin and Child. One of this mafters very 
fineft and mod highly finifhed eazel pi&ures. It 
was always placed over the communion table of the 
Princess Colonna, and not fo frequently feen as 
the larger picture of Raffael in this colleftion, and 
poftibly is one of the laft pictures he painted for 
particular families; as there are none cxifting in his 
grandeft ftyle, fuch as the Transfiguration, except 
the Madona della Scdia, he being entirely employed 
during the latter years of his ftiort life in public 
works, which fortunately cannot be removed 
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The following PiSlures all came from the Florence Gallery, and that of Capo 
di Monte belonging to the King of Naples and were all of the 
Parma ColleSlion.

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A Sea Storm, a grand work of this celebrated matter,, 
whofe finett Pi£tures are not known in this country. 
This was from Capo di Monte, and may be ranked 
among the fine works of the greateft matters in 
Landfcape 

A Landfcape, with an infinite variety of infefts, and* 
flowers; the figures in it are by Rothenhaemer, in 
his finett ftyle. This is a curious pi&ure of the 
matter, and as pure and bright, as when firfl 
painted; as it never has been in any other collec¬ 
tion than that it came from. On copper 
Sea Nvmphs. This beautiful picture was in the 
catalogue of the Parma pictures, called by Par¬ 
migiano ; but whether it be painted by Francefco 
Mazzuoli, or by Jeronimo Mazzuoli, feems 
doubtful; as the proprietor does not wifh to give 
them to wrong authors, he leaves the decifion to 
the connoifleurs. They are both equally fine, 
and nothing can furpafs the elegance and colouring 
of this fine pi&ure and its companion. By their 
form, they mutt have been an additional ornament 
to fome great work of one of thtfe wonderful matters, 
in the Parma colle&ion ; are on thick pannel, and 
have the Seal of the Family on the back of them 
Ditto, companion to the foregoing 
The Portrait of a Lady, with the following infeription, 
Gii/tiA Orsina delli Sig ri . di Viccovaro 
Sposa di Pauolo Jaccovacci, del Anno 
1561, alli 27 Febraro. This is a mod beau¬

One of the giandefi pi&ures of 

this mafter, it was at Capo di Monte 

43 St. John in the Wildernefs, a finall figure, in an 

uncommonly grand ftyle, for this mafter, and a. 
fine Landfcape. This pidhire is equal to molt 
of the Works of his mafter, Annibal Carracci 

44 A mod capital landfcape, as clear and highly finiflied 

as Claude, with all the grandeur of this mafter 

45 Ditto, its companion. N. B. Thefe two pi&ures 

were painted for the Parma Gallery, and have the 
Seal of the Family on them’ 

46 David with the Head of Goliah, half length, in his 

fineft manner. There is no work of the mafter 
fuperior to this pi&ure \ it was alfo of the Parma 
colledlion, and companion to the celebrated pic¬ 
ture of the Magdalen, by Guido 

47 A Magdalen. It is unneceftary to make any enco¬ 

mium on this wonderful pi&ure, as it is undoubt¬ 
edly one of the fineft this mafter ever painted, both 
for grandeur and fublimity of charafter 

48 Venus, Satyrs, and Cupid, large life. The celebrated 

pifture, which he 'painted as a companion to the 
Magdalen by Titian, in the Tribune at Florence, 
and on which he has put his name and date : It was 
painted 1585, and is undoubtedly one of the higheft 
finifhed works of the mafter, and in which he 
attempted to put himfelf in competition with the 
Venus of Titian, which faced it 

49 A Girl learning the Lord’s Prayer by Heart. This 

pi&ure, from its Angularity and innocent fimpli- 
city of expreflion, has ever been admired, and is 
well known by all who have beerf at Capo di 
Monte. It was one of the Parma colle&ion, is 
on thick pannel, and has the Seal of the Family on it 

50 The Judgement of Paris. A fine work of this mafter, 

who is little known in this country. It is an ex¬ 
cellent fpecimen of him, and is equal to any of the 
fmall works of RafFael. On pannel, and was 
likewife of the Parma colltilion, having the Family 
Seal 
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51 A Boy learning his Horn Book, which he has under 

his arm ; a beautiful and fpirited (ketch. N. B. all 
thofefrom Naples have the Parma Arms on them 

52 A Repofe. This moft elegant and graceful compo- 

fition is carried to the greateft degree of perfe&ion, 
the Art of Painting is capable of, and is the 
moft exquifite fpecimen of the genius, and fub- 
lime expreftion of this matter. On a thick panne], 
was painted for the Parma Family, and has their 
Seal on it 

53 A Holy Family, a repofe. One of the moft elegant 

compofitions ot this great matter, pure as when firft 
painted? and is fo well known, that further defcrip- 
tion of it is unneceflary as it had been in the Co- 
lonna Palace upwards of two centuries. 
There is a fine etching of it by Buonafoni* but it has 
never been engraved, as the family would not allow a 
drawing to be made from it \ nor is there any dupli¬ 
cate of this picture known by any of his difciples: and 
he was fo much employed for the (hort time he lined 
that it is not believed, in Italy, that he ever repeated 
himfelf any of his own pictures 
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
